“Phe magnitude of Canada's 
possibilities ‘Che said"' is but faint- 
ly comprehended, The Mackenzie 
valley is nearly two thousand miles 
long and from 500 to LOOO miles 
wide, typical prairie land, free 
from rock and alkali, and) possess- 
ing a soil identical with that of 


Saskatchewan and Alberta. Who 
shall say that a decade or two 


hence that immense stretch of terri- 
tory shall not be teeming with a 
population engaged in agricultural 
pursuits whose lands will be as 
valuable and as productive as those 
of the two new provinces that 
came into existence but a year ago ? 

“A thing that) impressed me 
most tremendously was what T saw 
at Tfort Providence on the Muac- 
kenzie river some distance north of 
Great Slave lake. ‘There on the 
20th of July nearly a thousand 
miles north of Hdmonton, Twas 
shown wheat in the milk, full 
grown and as pretty grain as you 
will find anywhere in Manitoba or 
the western provinces. Vegetables 
of all kinds thrive prodigiously, 
and after T had traversed all that 
vast distance I wondered if I would 
not live to see the day when that 
immense scope of country would be 
populated with happy and prosper- 
ous farmers, 

“Such a thing is not impossible, 
as T well remember when it) was 
considered out of the question for 
anything to grow where now are 
countless acres of the finest wheat 
lands in the world.” 

There is nothing half-hearted 
about this verdict, It is given, it 
must be remembered, by no adven- 
turer but by a responsible public 
servant,

‘They urged the neces- 
stiy of having farmers sow sinall 
plots of wheat of a pure variety 
from which to select their seed for 
another year, “This plan was ad- 
vocated for the double purpgse of 
securing healthy seed of one dis- 


| linet variety combined with absol- 


ute freedom from the seeds of 
noxious weeds. Mr. Davidson de- 
cided it was wise to take the care 
that was recommended, According 
to the Saskatoon Pharnix he pre- 


| pared a patch of seven acres on. 


Which he sowed ten bushels of 
Preston wheat. It was plump, 
perfect seed wheat, pure in variety 
and absolutely clean. Recently 
when threshed out, this pateh 
yielded the handsome return of 
$80) bushels, equivalent to 47 
bushels to the aere. ‘The balance 
of his land which did not receive 
the same care and on which ordin- 
ary seed was used only yielded 27 
bushels on the average. ‘his, in 
nost district would be reckoned a 
handsome average but a difference 
of 20 bushels an aere as a return 
fora litle extra care in cultivation 
and seed selection is a practical 
lesson which is not likely to be for- 
gotton or its importance minimised, 
If such differences in yield) can be 
secured by a little extra trouble in 
cultivation and more careful sel- 
ection of seed, it is well worth any’ 
farmer's while going after,

In their garden you will 
find sweet corn (ripe), large toma- 
toes, Hubbard and marrow squashes 
(very large and ripe), large par- 
snips and carrots, cucumbers (large 
and fine for pickling). very large 
ripe citrons and fine onions, And 
still you will hear people say this 
is not a fruit) or garden country. 
It is not if you don't cultivate your 
ground, then get good seed and 
plant at the right) time. Then 
keep the weeds out and watch that 
your fence is tp. Tt is quite like 
getting to heaven without an 
effort."

“Vears ago’ he said 
think that there were in’ Alberta 
considerable areas of inferior land, 
but of late years I have so fre- 
quently been compelled to change 
my opinion upon witnessing the 
result of cultivation on these same 


oe 


areas that my mental condition | 


may be described as one of chronic 
optimism regarding all the land I 
once thought inferior. T‘or ex- 
ample, there is a section of country 
lying between Olds and Calgary 
that when driving over it in my 
buckboard years ago, I found it 
scorched as brown as a berry in 
July and August. IT made up my 
mind that that section of country 
was a good place for prain-growers 
to keep away from. And when 
settlers began to pour in there in 
the rainy season in L100 and two 
following years I wasted a yood 
deal of very generous sympathy 
upon them. | frequently heard it 
said: ‘‘Wait till the dry years 
come and you will see those poor 
fellows pull out.’" Well, we have 
just had a pretty dry summer fol- 
lowing a snowless winter, and on 
my way here last week, I saw in 
some of those very sections, some 
of the grandest wheat fields TI ever 
saw in any part of eastern or west- 
ern Canada,”’ 

‘And how do you account for 
this as contrasted with the apparent 
barrenness of years ago?’ Dr. Gaetz 
was asked. 

‘The only reasonable theory to 
my mind is that this bald prairie, 
for centuries tramped by buffalo 
and annually swept by fire, became 
so parched and hard that very little 
moisture ever penetrated the sur- 
face. ‘Nhe melting snow and falling 
rain alike ran quickly down in the 
low places, forming the sloughs and 
holes everywhere to be seen in the 
earlier years, ‘To-day these have 
almost entirely disappeared, for no 
other reason that I can conceive 
than that the wide area of well- 
cultivated soil absorbs the moisture 
and retains it for the production of 
the splendid crops that are to be 
seen there to-day. I think there is 
good ground for believing that, as 
these broad and apparently barren 
plains, which as yet are barely 
touched by the plough are more 
widely and thoroughly cultivated, 
we shall see results we have not yet 
dreamed of." 

The C.P.R. is breaking 86 acres 
of land near Gleichen to illustrate 
methods of cultivating irrigated 
land. "The land is laid out in plots, 
each to be planted with a different 
grain. A beautiful driveway is to 
be built through the property,

Then, to take another case, we 
have the Ledue Itnterprise, referr- 
ing to its last issue ih the following 
terns to the Alberta Herold: 

“Tt throws out corrupt literature 
to its readers, when the people do 
not cater for it. Ninety per cent, 
of the Germans living in this dis- 
trict are good law-abiding citizens, 
who do not wish to work on the 
Sabbath day even if the German 
Herold) and its mongrel corres- 
pondent wishes so, ‘The example 
line of the Herold and its mongrel 
should therefore be cast forth into 
other cauntries where anarchism 
prevails, and lies are tolerated just 
as much as the truth; and we 
would suggest Russia a fitting 


place for the Herold and its mon- 
grel to be doing business in. 

‘Before closing, we would wish 
to inform our German contempor- 
ary at Idmonton that it is a bad 
policy to employ correspondents 
who are fit subjects for the Stony 
Mountain penitentiary or the Bran- 
don Junatic asylum,"’ 

What the journalists of Alberta 
seem to need is a Hague Confer- 
ence, It can hardly be said to be 
brotherly love that prevails among 
them, 


I picked up one of the local news- 
papers the other day and came 
across the following paragraph 
credited to the Victoria ‘Times: 

‘Kansas City, although a mere 
municipal infant, has a population 
of more than a million and a half, 
There are now quite a number of 
cities on this continent in the 
million class. It will not be a very 
great number of years until Ameri- 
ca will be able to boast of more 
and larger cities than Hurope. An 
interesting question at this juncture 
is this: Which of Canadian cities 
shall be the first to boast of a pop- 
ulation of a million? Will it be 
Montreal, ‘Toronto or Winnipeg? 
It is understood that the Prairie 
Capital is quite confident upon the 
subject, while Calgary and [dimon- 
ton are beginning to take notice of 
the situation and to anticipate 
vreat futures for themselves, ‘Mhen 
there is Vancouver—is there not 
room for an ambitious city on the 
-acific Coast?”’ 

It is deplorable what rot finds 
its way into the columns of news- 
papers. If Kansas City has the 
population stated, it has grown.in 
five years ata rate never approached 
in the world’s history. When the 
last census was taken in L901], 
Kansas City, Missouri, had 163,- 
752 people, and the municipality 
across the river in the State of 
Kansas, about 50,000, ‘his is a 
trifle different from ‘more than a 
million and a half,’ As a matter of 
fact there are only three cities on 
the Continent with a million 
people, New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia, and the country will 
have to undergo avery large ex- 
pansion yet before that mark is 
reached in Canada. ‘There are 
great futures ahead of Winnipey 
and Hdmonton and Calgary, but it 
is ulterly unreasonable to expect 
any of them to become what New 
York or Chicago now is for many 
years to come, We are too much 
in the habit of talking in) ridicul- 
ously big figures. ‘Nhe Canadian 
west has made marvellous progress 
and will go ahead ata much more 
rapid rate in the next ten than it 
has in the last ten years, but we 
should remember that there are 
limits to what we can accomplish. 

The record for sky-serapers is 
being beaten in’ New York, the 
new Singer building being forty- 
one storeys high, the cupola 613 
feet above the street level. Whiat 
about Mdmonton's skyscraper that 
we heard so mutch of last spring ? 
‘The project may have been a little 
premature at that time but that 
this distinctive feature of modern 
cities will appear before many 
years there is no reason to doubt. 
‘Those Who read of the wonderful 
new structures that are going up 
inthe American metropolis without 
ever having seen one of them will 
be able to appreciate an article 
which appeared not long ago in the 
Uk, the German comic paper: 
“Broadway, New York, ‘it said "’

‘The glory ofan Albertan autumn 
afternoon lay over the swift flow-

willing to stand in) the trench, to 
shovel on the roadway, and to help 
with the aid of his stolid strength 
to clear the great wild lands, as vet 
unbroken,
